The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejection 
of claims 1, 3-7, 9, 11-14, and 18-39 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
Rusckowski, et al. or Samuel, et al. in view of Goldenberg, Cokgor, et al., and 
MacPhee, et al. is withdrawn in view of applicant's arguments. 

The claims require administration of avidin or streptavidin unconjugated to any 
other agent. The references teach avidin as a fusion protein or in combination with a 
targeting agent for administration.
